Golden  Gate  Park  gophers  still 
burrowing,  predatory  birds  flop

The  growing  gopher  population  at  Golden  Gate 
Park  is  a  continuing  problem  that  has  still  not  been 
remedied  despite  the  presence  of  predatory  birds 
that  live  and  use  the  park.  The  gophers  eat  the  roots, 
of  ornamental  plants  and  reproduce  in  large  nurm 
bers. 

While  walking  through  Golden  Gate  Park,  it  is 
hard  not  to  keep  your  eyes  on  the  flowering  bushes, 
birds  and  trees,  but  when  you  look  off  the  walkways 
it  is  obvious  the  gophers  have  been  busy.  Off  the 
walkways  and  surrounding  athletic  fields  are  thou¬ 
sands  of  dirt  piles  that  are  active  or  former  gopher 
holes. 

Phil  Rossi,  integrated  pest  management  coordi¬ 
nator,  estimates  that  there  are  more  than  1,000  go¬ 
phers  in  the  park.  Rossi  estimates  that  $100,000  is 
spent  by  the  SF  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
each  year  on  the  problem  (a  percentage  of  the  70 
gardeners’  salaries  spent  removing  gophers). 

“A  thousand  certainly,”  said  Rossi.  “Your  talking 


over  $100,000  of  salary  ...  as  a  percentage  of  the  la¬ 
bor  involved.” 

Since  gophers  are  covered  by  fleas  they  are  un¬ 
safe  to  touch,  and  they  are  even  more  of  a  health 
threat  when  they  are  dead. 

Rossi  said  the  gophers  are  a  prolific  breed  which 
can  have  a  new  batch  every  10  weeks.  Many  have 
one  to  three  litters  per  year.  Away  from  the  trails  the 
gopher  population  can  be  much  bigger. 

“It  is  more  of  a  concern  on  our  athletic  fields,  It 
can  result  in  injuries,”  Rossi  said. 

Observations  of  the  athletic  fields  in  the  park  re¬ 
vealed  that  they  had  not  been  encroached  upon  re¬ 
cently,  but  the  gopher  threat  is  imminent. 

Some  of  the  methods  used  to  control  the  gopher 
population  include  Macbee  traps  (a  two  pronged 
pincer  trap)  and  “baiting”  (the  use  of  poison  pel¬ 
lets). 

Rossi  relayed  that  Rec.  and  Park  is  using  a 
milder  chemical,  diphacinone,  instead  of  the  more

A  controversial  plan  to  build  a 
parking  garage  beneath  the  music 
concourse  in  Golden  Gate  Park 
took  a  giant  step  forward  when  a 
top  executive  of  the  project  an¬ 
nounced  he  will  meet  with  city 
planners  to  kick  off  the  environ¬ 
mental-impact  review  process. 

Mike  Ellezy,  CEO  of  the 
Golden  Gate  Park  Concourse 
Authority,  told  board  members  at 
a  July  10  meeting  that  he  expects 
to  meet  with  officials  from  the 
city’s  Planning  Department  to 
work  out  the  parameters  of  the 
environmental  review  process. 

After  deliberating  for  months 
over  design  choices  for  the  un¬ 
derground  parking  facility,  which 
was  approved  by  voters  in  1998, 
the  Concourse  Authority  selected 
a  $60  million  plan  over  several 
alternatives  at  its  June  meeting. 

The  plan  adopted  by  the  board 
consists  of  two  underground  two- 
level  parking  lots,  one  in  front  of 
the  M.H.  de  Young  Memorial 
Museum  and  the  other  in  front  of 
the  California  Academy  of 
Sciences.  The  two  lots  will  be 
connected  by  a  tunnel,  with  an 

Cottages' 
OK  draws 
Richmond

A  decision  by  the  SF  Planning 
Commission  last  month  to  allow 
the  demolition  of  two 
Edwardian-era  cottages  in  the 
Outer  Richmond  District  ended  a 
long  and  bitter  battle  that  pitted 
neighbors  and  their  allies  against 
a  prominent  member  of  the  Asian 
community. 

When  20-year  residents 
Cheryl  and  Ron  Karpowicz  dis¬ 
covered  that  the  new  owner,  Julie 
Lee,  a  community  leader  and  city 
housing  commissioner,  planned 
to  tear  down  two  cottages  adja¬ 
cent  to  their  home  and  build  two 
four-story  residences,  they 
mounted  a  fierce  campaign  to 
stop  the  demolitions. 

The  Karpowiczes  say  the  mas¬ 
sive  scale  of  the  project  will  de¬ 
stroy  the  light  to  their  backyard 
deck,  darken  their  family  room 
and  overwhelm  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  They  also  want  the  cot¬ 
tages  preserved  because  they  rep¬ 
resent  a  unique  architectural  fea¬ 
ture  of  the  neighborhood. 

The  Edwardian-era  cottages 
are  part  of  a  tract  of  17  similar 
houses  built  by  developer  John 
C.  Brickell  in  1907  and  are  ex¬ 
amples  of  early  tract  homes  in 
the  Outer  Richmond  that  once 


additional  wedge-shaped,  single¬ 
level  parking  lot  at  the  east  end 
of  the  concourse.  The  new 
garage  will  provide  a  total  of  862 
parking  spaces. 

Following  Ellezy’s  opening 
remarks  at  the  meeting,  a  parade 
of  consultants  hired  by  the 
Concourse  Authority  to  develop 
components  of  the  newly  adopt¬ 
ed  plan  gave  their  progress  re¬ 
ports. 

Michael  Rice,  deputy  regional 
manager  for  EIP  Associates,  ex¬ 
plained  that  the  EIS  process  is 
flexible  and  will  include  a  popu¬ 
lar  proposal  by  the  Sierra  Club, 
not  currently  a  part  of  the  plan,  to 
take  into  account  the  preserva¬ 
tion  of  two  tunnels  located  on  the 
east  and  west  sides  of  the 
California  Academy  of  Sciences. 
That  part  of  the  plan  had  drawn 
fire  from  activists. 

Rice  told  board  members  the 
scope  of  the  EIS  will  cover  the 
project’s  three  main  elements  - 
the  underground  parking  garage, 
the  concourse  and  transportation 
improvements.  He  also  said  a 
draft  of  the  EIS  report  should  be

extended  from  334  28th  Ave.  to 
California  Street,  along  Calif¬ 
ornia  Street  to  27th  Avenue  and 
over  to  335  27th  Ave. 

Lee,  a  long-time  Richmond 
resident  and  owner  of  First 
National  Realty  Company,  con¬ 
tends  the  cottages  are  beyond  re¬ 
pair.  Lee  says  she  bought  the 
properties  to  build  a  home  for  her 
daughter  to  live  in.  She  plans  to 
sell  or  lease  the  second  resi¬ 
dence. 

While  Lee  acknowledged  she 
has  torn  down  at  least  five  prop¬ 
erties  in  the  last  several  years, 
she  says  they  were  all  “aban¬ 
doned  cottages”  that  she  replaced 
with  beautiful  new  homes  for 
people  to  live  in. 

“I  am  giving  something  back 
to  the  community,”  Lee  said. 

Lee  explained  that  when  she 
tried  to  work  with  the  Karp¬ 
owiczes  to  reduce  the  impact  on 
their  home,  they  kept  making 
more  demands  and  they  ultimate¬ 
ly  became  “nasty.”  According  to 
Lee,  this  is  when  she  stopped  ne¬ 
gotiating  and  decided  to  let 
things  run  their  course. 

“I  felt  insulted  by  them  and  I 
am  a  fighter,”  Lee  explained. 
After  negotiations  broke  down

Neighborhood  groups  were  al¬ 
ready  crying  foul  before  the 
Presidio  Trust  could  announce,  at 
a  press  conference  July  25,  its 
new  "preferred  alternative”  for 
developing  the  Presidio. 

At  issue  is  proposed  luxury 
hotels  in  the  national  park,  espe¬ 
cially  near  Crissy  Field, which 
will  lead  to  an  increase  of  almost 
50  percent  in  the  number  of  visi¬ 
tors  that  come  daily  to  the  park  - 
to  4,300.  Plans  to  tear  down  parts 
of  the  Presidio  wall  at  Green, 
Filbert,  Greenwich  and  Chestnut 
streets  to  make  way  for  increased 
foot  and  bicycle  traffic  were  also 
met  with  skepticism. 


So  what  has  the  neighbors 
riled  up? 

The  problem,  according  the 
city’s  leading  neighborhood  and 
environmental  groups,  is  that  the 
original  general  management 
plan  (GMP)  does  not  need  to  be 
revised  at  all.  In  fact,  the  Presidio 
will  pay  for  itself  in  three  to  four 
years,  they  say,  well  before  the 
2013  deadline  deemed  by  the 
Presidio  Trust  Act  of  1994  to 
make  the  park  self-sufficient. 

But  beyond  questions  of 
achieving  financial  self-sufficien¬ 
cy,  community  groups  say  they 
are  more  disturbed  by  the  daunt¬ 
ing  David  and  Goliath  battle  they 
face.  Presidio  Trust  members,  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  president  of  the 


United  States,  operate  under  fed¬ 
eral  regulations  and  not  city  plan¬ 
ning  regulations,  so  some  ac¬ 
tivists  claim  they  favor  San 
Francisco’s  commercial  real  es¬ 
tate  interests. 

Some  neighbors  are  angry  by 
the  recent  hiring  of  the  high- 
powered  public  affairs  firm 
Barnes,  Mosher,  Whitehurst, 
Lauter  &  Partners  (BMW), 
renowned  for  running  well-oiled 
media  campaigns. 

Under  a  memorandum  of 
agreement,  the  Trust  is  required 
to  consult  the  City  regarding  de¬ 
velopment  at  the  Presidio,  but  in 
reality,  neighbors  say  they  are  the 
last  to  know. 

“The  Trust  board  includes 
commercial  real  estate  develop¬ 
ment  executives  and  what  they’re 
doing  is  developing  a  gorgeous 
waterfront  property,  but  that’s  not 
a  park.  It  seems  to  be  driven  by 
profit  and  entertainment,”  says 
Daniella  Kirshenbaum,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Coalition  of  San 
Francisco  Neighborhoods 
Association  and  Pacific  Heights 
Residents  Association. 

“They  started  pulling  up  the 
sidewalk  to  open  up  the  Presidio 
Gate  wall  and  we  had  to  alert 
City  Hall.  As  it  turns  out,  no  one 
had  asked  the  SF  Department  of 


Public  Works  if  they  could  start 
digging  up  water  lines  and  con¬ 
struction  was  halted  for  the  time 
being.” 

Ron  Sonenshine,  media  rela¬ 
tions  manager  at  the  Presidio 
Trust,  cautions  that  the  preferred 
alternative  is  in  draft  form  only, 
has  incorporated  a  lot  from  the 
General  Management  Plan 
Amendment  (GMPA)  and  will 
likely  undergo  many  changes  be¬ 
fore  being  rolled  out. 

“The  GMPA  is  being  updated 
because  it  is  seven  years  old.  We 
will  not  turn  the  Presidio  into  an 
amusement  park.  It  will  remain 
green  and  we  will  preserve  its 
historical  and  architectural  in¬ 
tegrity,”  Sonenshine  said. 

Sonenshine  expects  city  and 
neighborhood  groups  to  weigh  in 
on  the  draft  Environmental 
Impact  Statement.  He  said  the 
Trust  will  take  comments  from 
the  community  and  environmen¬ 
talists  and  put  them  into  the  final 
EIS.  The  Trust  will  present  sev¬ 
eral  draft  proposals  as  part  of  the 
preview  process. 

“They  (the  trust)  are  account¬ 
able  to  no  one,”  warns  Macy 
McCallister,  also  a  member  of 
the  Pacific  Heights  Residents 
Association.  “The  new  plan  calls 
for  a  lot  more  development  and, 


as  of  yet,  no  one  has  consulted 
with  the  City  as  to  how  it  will  af¬ 
fect  traffic  and  taxes.  We  would 
like  City  Planning  and  the 
National  Park  Service  to  be  in¬ 
volved  so  these  questions  get  an¬ 
swered.  We’re  talking  about  mil¬ 
lions  of  dollars  in  real  estate  and 
the  first  time  a  park  has  been 
asked  to  be  financially  self-suffi¬ 
cient,  so  it’s  an  important  issue.” 

The  next  steps  for  the  pre¬ 
ferred  alternative  plan  will  in¬ 
clude  a  series  of  public  hearings, 
beginning  Aug.  28. 

According  to  Sonenshine,  the 
Trust  will  be  taking  public  com¬ 
ment,  written  comments  and  e- 
mails  until  Sept.  5.  The  plan  is  to 
prepare  the  final  EIS  in  late  fall 
and  publish  its  final  results  early 
next  year. 

Supes  OK  legal 

advertising 

contract 

The  SF  Board  of  Supervisors 
voted  8-2  in  June  to  give  the  SF 
Independent  the  city’s  legal  ad¬ 
vertising  contract.  Despite  being 
the  only  publication  to  bid  for  the 
business.  Supervisors  Tony  Hall 
and  Matt  Gonzalez  were  opposed 
to  the  deal. 

The  Independent’s  winning 
bid  was  for  $3.98  per  line  of  ad¬ 
vertising.  The  total  cost  to  the 
city  would  be  about  $1.3  million 
for  the  newly  started  fiscal  year. 

The  cost  of  legal  advertising 
has  risen  dramatically  since 
Proposition  J  was  passed  in 
November  1994,  giving  the  SF 
Independent  a  near  monopoly  for 
the  primary  city  legal  advertising 
contract.  The  last  year  there  was 
competitive  bidding  for  the  con¬ 
tract  was  1996,  when  the  SF 
Chronicle  and  SF  Examiner  bid 
for  the  business,  but  the 
Independent  was  awarded  the  bid 
that  year  despite  having  the  most 
expensive  bid.  It  has  held  the 
contract  since. 

Proposition  J  created  a  point 
system  for  awarding  the  contract, 
with  priority  going  to  a  thrice 
weekly,  free-circulation  newspa¬ 
per  that  is  minority  and/or  wom¬ 
an-owned.  Owned  by  Florence 
Fang,  the  Independent  is  the  only 
publication  in  the  City  that  meets 
the  requirements. 

In  1994  the  cost  to  the  City 
for  legal  advertising  was 
$230,103  but  by  1998  it  had 
grown  to  $1.1  million.  During 
the  2000-2001  fiscal  year  that 
ended  June  30,  the  City  paid  the 
Independent  $1.6  million  to  pub¬ 
lish  legal  notices.

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Housing  crisis  hot  topic  at 
monthly  Town  Hall  meeting

District  1  Supervisor  Jake 
McGoldrick  and  a  panel  of  city 
officials  hosted  a  Town  Hall 
meeting  July  21  to  update  resi¬ 
dents  on  the  current  status  of  the 
affordable  housing  crisis  and  lis¬ 
ten  to  public  feedback  and  ideas. 
Because  demand  exceeds  supply, 
the  prices  for  housing  have  sky¬ 
rocketed  in  the  past  two  years. 

Catherine  Bauman,  senior 
planner  for  the  Planning 
Department,  brought  everyone 
up  to  date  on  the  housing  ele¬ 
ment  of  the  city’s  general  plan,  a 
draft  of  which  will  be  reviewed 
by  members  of  the  public,  the 
City  Planning  Commission,  the 
California  Department  of 
Housing  and  Community 
Development  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  the  fall  and  then 
certified  by  the  state  of  California 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  plan 
will  guide  the  city’s  housing  poli¬ 
cy  and  programs  through  2006. 

The  housing  plan  is  composed 
of  three  parts:  data  analysis,  poli¬ 
cies  and  implementation  pro¬ 
grams. 

As  of  presstime,  the  first  part 
of  the  housing  plan  was  nearly 
complete.  Facts  and  figures  that 
were  collected  included  popula¬ 
tion  and  employment  trends,  fi¬ 
nancial  issues,  the  state  of  exist¬ 
ing  housing,  availability,  cost  of 
land,  infrastructure,  transporta¬ 
tion,  public  policies  and  commu¬ 
nity  acceptance  of  new  housing. 
The  data  was  analyzed  to  deter¬ 
mine  what  kinds  of  housing  and 
how  much  more  housing  the  City 
needs  to  provide. 

“The  City  needs  almost  3,000 
units  every  year,  from  now  until 
2006,  and  two-thirds  of  those 
units  should  be  affordable  units 
for  people  with  low  or  moderate 
incomes,”  Bauman  said. 

Yet  the  City  may  not  need  to 
build  all  of  these  units  from 
scratch  since  planning  depart¬ 
ment  studies  show  a  number  of 
existing  buildings  that  can  possi¬ 
bly  be  converted  into  rental  units. 

Daryl  Higashi,  deputy  director 
of  the  Mayor’s  Office  of 
Housing,  noted  that  taking  ad¬ 
vantage  of  already  existing  build¬ 
ings  and  turning  them  into  af¬ 
fordable  rental  units  would  be  an 
economically  efficient  plan. 

“The  state  and  federal  govern¬ 
ments  are  not  providing  the  hous¬ 
ing,  so  the  financing  for  the  pro¬ 
gram  must  come  from  this  city,” 
Higashi  said.  “We  have  a  $160 
million  budget  approved  by 
Mayor  Brown,  yet  that  is  still  not 
enough.  The  $160  million  will 
build  only  about  200  units.” 

Panelist  Calvin  Welch  of  the 
Council  of  Community  Housing 
Organizations  also  urged  the  uti¬ 


lization  of  existing  structures 
rather  than  just  creating  new 
buildings  to  alleviate  the  housing 
shortage. 

“It  would  be  wise  to  preserve 
the  existing  housing  stock  and 
convert  it  into  affordable  rental 
housing,”  Welch  said.  “The  reali¬ 
ty  is  San  Francisco  is  already  a 
developed  city,  and  there  are  no 
large  areas  of  underdeveloped 
land  we  can  clear  and  build  upon. 
So  affordable  housing  in  an  ur¬ 
ban  context  has  to  be  in  existing 
neighborhoods.  This  means  we 
have  to  talk  about  communities.” 

Indeed,  the  community  talked 
back.  McGoldrick  opened  the  fo¬ 
rum  to  residents  who  voiced  their 
ideas  and  opinions  about  the 
housing  issue  and  prompted  dis¬ 
cussion  with  the  panel. 

One  resident  suggested  that 
offstreet  parking  areas,  such  as 
surface  level  parking  lots,  could 
be  used  to  build  more  housing 
since  the  City  has  minimal  unde¬ 
veloped  land  but  a  good  public 
transit  system. 

Both  the  panel  and  the  public 
agreed  that  this  idea  hinged  on 
reducing  the  number  of  vehicles 
in  the  City  and  a  change  of 
lifestyle.  Jose  Luis  Moscovich, 
executive  director  of  the  San 
Francisco  Transportation 
Authority,  assured  the  public  that 
it  is  very  possible  for  San 
Franciscans  to  live  without  cars 
by  walking  to  their  destinations 
or  coordinating  with  transit  ser¬ 
vices  while  also  reducing  pollu¬ 
tion. 

One  resident  proposed  that 
San  Francisco  look  to  foreign 
lands  such  as  Hong  Kong  and 
Singapore,  citing  that  they  man¬ 
aged  to  build  large  amounts  of 
housing  in  a  constricted  space 


City  attorney  candidate  Jim 
Lazarus  opened  his  campaign 
headquarters  on  Geary  Boulevard 
July  18,  just  blocks  from  his 
Richmond  District  home.  About 
100  people  attended. 

“It’s  my  home  base,”  Lazarus 
said.  The  candidate  is  a  former 
president  of  the  Planning 
Association  for  the  Richmond 
and  is  currently  a  board  member 
of  the  organization. 

Lazarus  says  one  of  his  top 
goals,  if  elected,  would  be  to  take 
politics  out  of  the  city  attorney’s 
office.  He  says  the  position  needs 
to  have  the  respect  of  all  parties 
the  office  reports  to,  including 
the  mayor  and  the  SF  Board  of 
Supervisors.  The  city  attorney’s 
office  has  about  200  lawyers  that 
are  responsible  for  giving  legal 
advice  to  all  city  departments  and 


while  still  offering  it  to  the  public 
at  affordable  costs. 

However,  Higashi  noted  that 
those  places  made  housing  a  top 
national  priority,  which  is  clearly 
not  the  case  here. 

Other  residents  demanded  ac¬ 
tion,  saying  that  a  solution  need¬ 
ed  to  be  made  quickly  because 
San  Francisco’s  housing  situation 
is  continually  worsening. 

Another  speaker  expressed 
concern  that  immigrants  were  be¬ 
ing  blamed  for  the  housing  crisis. 

“We  can’t  blame  immigrants,” 
she  said.  “You  or  your  ancestors 
were  all  immigrants  at  one  time.” 
She  stressed  that  the  housing  pol¬ 
icy  is  the  problem,  not  immi¬ 
grants,  so  everyone  needs  to 
work  together  to  find  a  solution 
without  allowing  the  divisive  is¬ 
sue  of  discrimination  to  detract 
from  the  central  problem. 

One  resident  reminded  her 
neighbors  that  everyone  needed 
to  cooperate  and  do  their  part  if 
they  wanted  the  housing  crisis  to 
end. 

“We  must  be  willing  to  in¬ 
crease  the  housing  density  and 
live  closer  together  in  a  commu¬ 
nity,”  she  said. 

Another  relevant  issue 
deemed  important  was  who 
would  live  in  the  housing  units. 
Residents  want  units  opened  not 
only  for  individuals  with  low  or 
moderate  incomes,  but  also  for 
seniors,  the  disabled  and  people 
who  work  hard  and  want  their 
dreams  of  their  own  living  space 
realized. 

Marc  Trotz,  director  of  hous¬ 
ing  and  urban  health  for  the 
Department  of  Public  Health, 
also  emphasized  the  need  to 
house  individuals  with  mental 
and  chronic  health  conditions. 


elected  officials  (including  the 
port,  school  district  and  airport); 
defending  the  city  in  lawsuits; 
drafting  all  contracts  and  leases; 
and  approving  all  potential  laws 
and  ballot  arguments. 

“All  decision  makers  in  the 
city  have  to  be  comfortable”  with 
decisions  rendered  by  the  office, 
Lazarus  said.

There  were  large 
groups,  as  usual,  at 
Ocean  Beach  but 
things  were  kept  or¬ 
derly  due  to  the  combined  efforts  of  the 
US  park  police  and  Richmond  Police 
Station  officers. 

As  we  move  further  into  the  summer, 
we  tend  to  see  an  increase  in  auto  break- 
ins.  This  occurs  most  frequently  in  recre¬ 
ation  areas.  For  the  Richmond  District, 
that  would  be  primarily  our  parks,  the 
Presidio  and  beaches.  Remember  to  take 
valuables  with  you  when  leaving  your  ve¬ 
hicle.  If  you  are  unable  to  take  them  with 
you,  secure  them  out  of  sight  in  a  locked 
portion  of  your  vehicle. 

An  ongoing  reminder  -  pickpockets  are 
still  out  there  and  summertime  seems  to 
bring  out  more  than  usual.  Keep  purses 
and  backpacks  closed  and  wallets  some¬ 
place  other  than  a  hip  pocket. 

A  safety  reminder  if  you  are  out  at  the 
beaches  -  all  San  Francisco  ocean  beaches 
have  dangerous  undertows  and  are  not 
generally  safe  for  swimming.  Wading  can 
also  be  hazardous.  Always  keep  an  eye  on 
the  surf  for  those  big  waves  that  can  knock 
you  off  your  feet  or  sweep  you  off  a  rock. 
It  is  especially  important  for  parents  to 
keep  close  watch  over  their  children  any 


time  they  are  near  the  water. 

This  was  a  sad  month  for  members  of 
the  Richmond  Police  Station.  Officer 
Charlie  Anzore  passed  away  after  a  long 
struggle  with  cancer.  Charlie  worked  at  the 
Richmond  Station  for  more  than  10  years.

Youth  Lead  Beatles 
Revival 

If  you  hear  someone  singing 
“Yellow  Submarine”  on  your 
next  walk  down  a  neighborhood 
street,  do  not  be  surprised  to  turn 
around  and  find  that  the  per¬ 
former  is  about  three  feet  tall. 
Some  of  the  "Fab  Four’s"  most 
delightful  ditties  are  the  curricu¬ 
lum  springboard  for  arts  and  sci¬ 
ence  lessons  this  summer  at  the 
Montessori  Children’s  House 
preschool  located  at  Arguello 
Boulevard  and  Lake  Street. 

Under  the  title  “Beatles  and 
Beetles,”  the  first  of  the  school’s 
two-part  summer  session  for 
four-  and  five-year-old  children 
has  been  using  Beatles  songs  as  a 
teaching  tool  since  early  July. 
The  second  half  of  the  session 
will  focus  on  beetles  and  other 
bugs  that  crawl  around  on  six  or 
more  legs. 

The  inspiration  for  the  Beatles 
program  came  from  an 
Englishman,  school  director 
Roger  Setterfield.  He  was  there 
in  England  a  few  years  back 
when  the  Liverpool  lads  hit  it 
big.  Given  the  child-friendly  na¬ 
ture  of  many  of  the  group’s 
songs,  Setterfield  figured  it  was 
time  to  launch  a  new  wave  of  the 
“British  Invasion.” 

“Yellow  Submarine”  and 
“Octopus’  Garden”  top  the 
charts.  The  songs’  storybook  na¬ 
tures  guide  art  and  science  study 
in  class.  Outside  of  class  -  par¬ 
ents  will  testify  -  those  tunes  and 
a  half  dozen  others  have  become 
as  common  as  pleas  for  ice 
cream. 

For  Setterfield,  the  teachers 
and  children,  the  “Beatles  and 
Beetles”  program  is  a  summer 
break  from  the  regular 
Montessori  curriculum  which  re¬ 
sumes  in  September.

Arguello  Bicycle  Lanes

Instant  Runoff  Voting 
Put  on  2002  Ballot 

The  San  Francisco  Green 
Party  introduced  and  encouraged 
a  measure  for  an  Instant  Runoff 
Voting  Charter  Amendment  and 
the  SF  Board  of  Supervisors  has 
voted  to  put  it  on  the  March  2002 
ballot. 

Instant  runoff  voting  proposes 
that  voters  cast  ballots  not  only 
for  their  First  choice  candidates, 
but  also  for  their  second  and 
third  choices.  This  system  would 
ensure  that  if  a  first  choice  does 
not  have  enough  ballots  to  make 
a  run  for  office,  second  and  third 
choices  will  be  counted. 

The  initiative  claims  to  bring 
about  a  fairer  and  more  participa¬ 
tory  democracy.  It  also  boasts 
possible  advantages,  such  as  the 
elimination  of  run-off  elections 
that  will  save  San  Francisco  tax¬ 
payers  about  $2  million  per  year, 
an  increased  voter  turnout  (be¬ 
cause  run-off  elections  generally 
have  lower  turnouts)  and  a  reduc¬ 
tion  in  negative  campaigning 
which  usually  rises  during  run¬ 
offs.

Priority  Changes  in 
China  Adoption  Policy 

As  of  Aug.  1,  the  China 
Center  of  Adoption  Affairs 
(CCAA)  in  Beijing  began  imple¬ 
menting  new  policies  regarding 
the  priority  of  applicants  who 


want  to  adopt  a  child  from  China. 

The  Chinese  government  is 
granting  top  priority  to  Chinese 
Americans,  including  inter-racial 
couples  where  only  one  spouse  is 
Chinese  American  and  single 
Chinese  American  women. 
(Single  men  are  currently  ineligi¬ 
ble  to  adopt  from  China.)  Rather 
than  waiting  more  than  a  year  for 
a  child,  the  waiting  period  for 
Chinese  Americans  has  been  re¬ 
duced  to  four  to  six  months. 

Highest  priority  also  goes  to 
families  of  any  race  who  will 
adopt  a  disabled  child  and  appli¬ 
cants  who  have  lived  continuous¬ 
ly  in  China  more  than  one  year. 

The  new  second  priority  cate¬ 
gory  reduces  the  waiting  time  for 
certain  applicants  to  within  10  to 
12  months.  This  applies  to  appli¬ 
cants  of  any  race  who  are  under 
45  years  of  age  and  willing  to 


adopt  a  three-year-old  child  or 
older. 

The  Chinese  adoption  agency 
gives  lower  priority  to  single  par¬ 
ent  applicants  and  opposes  adop¬ 
tions  by  homosexuals.  A  firm  age 
policy  also  requires  applicants  to 
be  between  30  and  55  years  old. 

ACCEPT  Adoption  and 
Counseling  Agency,  a  non-profit 
adoption  agency  with  an  office  in 
the  Sunset  District,  specializes  in 
international  adoptions.  A  repre¬ 
sentative  from  the  group  said  the 
CCAA’s  new  policies  are  a  great 
opportunity  for  both  the  people 
who  wish  to  adopt  from  overseas 
and  the  Chinese  children  they 
will  be  adopting. 

Record  $88  Billion 
Assessment  Roll 

The  value  of  San  Francisco’s 
taxable  property  hit  a  record  $88 


billion,  exceeding  last  year’s 
record  property  value  by  more 
than  $9.5  billion. 

This  year’s  tax  roll  closed 
eight  days  before  the  deadline 
thanks  to  a  state-of-the-art  IN¬ 
PACT  computer  system  that  al¬ 
lowed  assessors/recorders  to  do 
their  job  more  quickly  and  accu¬ 
rately,  according  to  tax  assessor 
Doris  Ward. 

The  $88  billion  assessment 
roll  will  generate  more  than  $1 
billion  in  local  tax  revenue.

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After  much  hard  work,  the 
SF  Board  of  Supervisors 
passed  this  year’s  budget 
and  I  am  proud  of  the  priorities 
reflected  therein. 

The  board  sent  to  the  mayor  a 
budget  which  has  by  far  the 
largest  commitment  to  affordable 
housing  ($160  million)  of  any 
budget  ever  passed.  In  addition, 
the  City's  spending  on  our  health 
care  system  was  significantly  in¬ 
creased  by  the  mayor  and  then 
significantly  increased  again  by 
the  SF  Board  of  Supervisors, 
with  the  result  that  we  have  com¬ 
mitted  $990  million  to  meet  the 
health  needs  of  our  residents. 

The  board  also  replaced  popular 
urban  tree  programs  that  had 
been  cut  by  the  mayor. 

I  secured  funding  for  a  perfor¬ 
mance  audit  of  the  SF  Planning 
Department  to  address  many  is¬ 
sues  raised  by  neighborhood  ad¬ 
vocates  about  whether  the  de¬ 
partment  is  adequately  fulfilling 
its  responsibilities  under  the  law. 

I  also  personally  secured  com¬ 
mitments  of  more  than  $500,000 
for  Richmond  District  after¬ 
school  programs  for  children  and 
youth.  This  commitment  will  al¬ 
low  Us  to  open  several  Richmond 
District  school  playgrounds  after 
school,  increase  our  latch-key 
programs,  provide  counseling  for 


teens  transitioning 
between  schools 
and  beef  up  our 
teen  programs  at 
recreation  centers. 

I  also  joined 
Supervisor  Mark 
Leno  in  pushing 
for  a  charter 
amendment  creat¬ 
ing  a  Livable  Streets  Fund  that 
would  have  a  portion  of  each 
year's  parking  tax  revenue  dedi¬ 
cated  to  capital  projects  to  im¬ 
prove  pedestrian  safety. 
Unfortunately,  this  measure  did 
not  secure  the  six  votes  necessary 
to  be  placed  on  the  ballot. 

Next  month  will  be  a  big 
month  for  pedestrian  safety  at 
City  Hall,  and  I  have  been  work¬ 
ing  hard  to  prioritize  these  issues 
at  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Mark  your  calendar  for  Aug.  23, 
when  several  significant  hearings 
on  pedestrian  safety  are  sched¬ 
uled  to  take  place  at  the  supervi¬ 
sors'  Housing,  Transportation  and 
Land  Use  Committee.  The  meet¬ 
ing  will  be  held  at  City  Hall, 
Room  263,  at  10  a.m. 

My  package  of  pedestrian 
safety  measures,  scheduled  for 
hearing  that  day,  will  address  the 
needs  of  our  most  vulnerable 
pedestrians:  school  children,  se¬ 
niors  and  the  disabled.  This  leg-

islation  calls  for  highly-visible 
ladder  crosswalks  and  signage  at 
intersections  frequented  by  our 
children,  seniors  and  the  dis¬ 
abled.  It  also  implements  protect¬ 
ed  school  drop-off  areas  enforced 
with  tow-away  penalties.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  it  requires  that  any  parking 


lots  near  schools 
be  required  to  post 
signs  warning  ex¬ 
iting  drivers  of 
pedestrians. 

This  hearing 
also  will  take  in¬ 
put  from  the  pub¬ 
lic  on  ways  to  im¬ 
prove  pedestrian 
safety  on  Geary  Boulevard.  We 
will  also  hear  from  city  depart¬ 
ments  on  how  they  coordinate 
painting  and  maintenance  of 
crosswalk  markings  and  explore 
how  that  process  may  be  im¬ 
proved  to  avoid  our  current  situa¬ 
tion  where  drivers  can  not  see 


some  crosswalk  stripes. 

The  committee  will  also  re- " 
ceive  a  report  from  the  legislative 
analyst,  prepared  at  my  request, 
that  will  address  the  effects  of 
making  the  safety  of  pedestrians 
the  first  priority  in  our  policy  de¬ 
cisions  concerning  parking,  traf¬ 
fic  and  transit.  All  of  these  hear¬ 
ings  will  help  us  gain  the  infor¬ 
mation  we  need  to  increase  safe¬ 
ty  for  pedestrians  in  the 
Richmond  and  the  rest  of  the 
City.  I  hope  to  see  you  at  City 
Hall  Aug.  23.

wo  months 
ago,  my  of¬ 
fice  began  re¬ 
ceiving  calls,  let¬ 
ters  and  e-mails  re¬ 
garding  the  closure 
of  a  city  landmark. 

We  were  in¬ 
formed  that  the  sta¬ 
bles  at  Golden 
Gate  Park  were  going  to  be 
closed  on  Sept.  30.  Like  the 
callers,  I  was  upset  at  the  loss  of 
yet  another  longtime  San 
Francisco  tradition.  Since  then, 
my  staff  has  been  researching  the 
problem  and  I  would  like  to  give 
you  an  update  on  the  situation. 

In  the  mid- 1 860s,  San 
Franciscans  began  advocating  for 
a  spacious  city  park.  On  April  4, 
1870,  the  California  Legislature, 
at  the  urging  of  SF  Mayor  Frank 
McCoppin,  designated  a  tract  of 
1,013  acres  stretching  from 
Stanyan  Street  to  the  ocean.  The 
low  bidder  at  $4,860  and  recipi¬ 
ent  of  the  survey  contract  was 
25-year-old  William  Hammond 
Hall  (no  relation).  Although  not  a 
gardener,  horticulturist  or  land¬ 
scape  architect,  Hall  was  instru¬ 
mental  in  the  design  of  Golden

Gate  Park.  By  1875,  he  had 
brought  a  great  deal  of  his  vision 
to  life.  He  devised  the  Panhandle, 
reclaimed  sand  dunes  and  created 
a  bulwark  to  block  the  winds  and 
blowing  sands.  He  also  created  a 
nursery,  planted  about  60,000 
trees,  and  built  numerous  build¬ 
ings  -  one  of  which  was  the 
Golden  Gate  Park  Stables. 

He  is  also  responsible  for  hir¬ 
ing  John  McLaren,  the  longtime 
Park  Superintendent. 

During  its  130  years  of  exis¬ 
tence,  the  stables  have  housed 
polo  ponies,  provided  jobs  for 
Depression-era  workers  who 
built  additions  to  the  facility  and 
introduced  generations  of  school 
children  and  adults  to  the  joys  of 
horseback-riding. 

Always  a  “horse  town,”  the 
City  once  had  22  public  stables. 

As  the  years  passed,  these  stables 
gradually  closed.  Now  there  is 
only  one  -  the  Golden  Gate  Park 
Stables. 

I,  along  with  my  colleague 
Jake  McGoldrick,  immediately 
called  for  a  hearing  on  the  status 
of  the  stables.  Supervisor  Leland 
Yee,  chairman  of  the 
Neighborhood  Services  and 
Parks  Committee,  who  also 
called  for  a  hearing  on  this  issue, 
scheduled  it  for  July  17. 

Appearing  before  the  commit¬ 
tee  and  a  standing-room-only 
crowd  of  approximately  100  peo¬ 
ple,  Elizabeth  Goldstein,  director 
of  the  Recreation  and  Park 
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Department,  stat¬ 
ed  that  it  was  not 
the  intention  of 
the  department  to 
permanently  close 
the  facility.  But 
they  do  feel  that 
the  stable  should 
be  closed  tem¬ 
porarily  while 

capital  improvements  take  place. 

Due  to  ongoing  settlement  ne¬ 
gotiations  she  was  not  able  to 
provide  us  with  all  the  details  we 
were  seeking.  However,  Super¬ 
visor  Yee  has  requested  a  special 
closed  session  of  our  committee 
to  discuss  the  City’s  position  and 
various  options  that  may  be 
available  to  us. 

During  the  public  comment 
period,  a  number  of  people  spoke 
very  eloquently  about  the  stables. 
Some  mentioned  their  fear  that 
any  closure  of  the  stables  may 
become  permanent. 

Others  suggested  ways  in 
which  the  stables  could  be  of  ad¬ 
ditional  benefit  to  underprivi¬ 
leged  children  and  disabled  citi¬ 
zens.  Finally,  many  of  the  speak¬ 
ers  were  young  girls  who  live  in 
the  west  side  of  San  Francisco. 
They  told  the  committee  of  their 
relationship  with  the  horses,  the 
training  they  receive  and  the  life 
lessons  they  are  learning.  I  was 
very  impressed  by  their  passion¬ 
ate  pleas  to  keep  the  stables  in 
operation. 

■  To  ensure  the  future  of  the  sta¬ 
bles,  I  introduced  two  resolutions 
at  the  July  23  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  The  first 
calls  for  the  creation  of  a 
Working  Group  made  up  of  five 
individuals  with  different  areas 
of  equestrian  expertise  to  meet 
and  evaluate  various  funding  op- 
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In  what  Dechi's  friend  of  more 
than  15  years,  Stanton  Puck, 
called  "Danny's  own  Wizard  of 
Oz,"  the  protagonists,  Myron  and 
Eugene,  "drive"  across  the 
United  States  in  a  matter  of 
hours,  filming  the  entire  trip  from 
a  video  camera  mounted  on  the 
dash  board.  Along  the  way,  the 
surrealist  Laurel  and  Hardy  pair 
careen  through  Pittsburgh  and 
Bloomington,  encountering  John 
Cougar  Mellanchamp  and  lisping 
extra-terrestrials  called  "Mar- 
thians." 

Beneath  the  comic  exterior 
lies  a  very  different  Daniel 
Dechi:  a  man  deeply  concerned 
with  fairness.  Troubled  from  an 
early  age  by  the  way  he  felt  peo¬ 
ple  tend  to  judge  each  other,  a 
young  Dechi  turned  to  the  core 


In  a  quiet  apartment  in  the 
Outer  Richmond  District,  Daniel 
Dechi  rehearses  a  most  peculiar 
musical  instrument  for  a  regular 
Thursday  performance  at  the 
"Brainwash  Cafe."  Dechi  can 
play  any  song,  from  classical  to 
rock,  drumming  on  his  face  with 
a  number  two  pencil. 

His  outlandish  stand-up  rou¬ 
tines  underscore  the  just  plain  sil¬ 
ly,  and  Dechi's  humor  is  anything 
but  ordinary.  Once  he  dons  his 
cape  and  wild  glasses  and  grabs  a 
handful  of  yellow  number  two 
pencils,  he  transforms  from  mild 
mannered  Daniel  Dechi  into  the 
extraordinarily  odd  Mr.  Bltnkey. 
Before  long,  he  reveals  a  quirky 
sense  of  humor  that  even  he  ad¬ 
mits  is  "off  the  wall." 

At  what  he  calls  an  immature 
and  young-looking  42  years  old, 
Dechi  has  benefited  from  his  ex¬ 
perience.  In  addition  to  his  regu¬ 
lar  performances  around  the  City, 
Dechi  was  awarded  with  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  debut  at  San 
Francisco’s  "Punchline"  in  June. 

Taking  his  comedic  talents  to 
audiences  beyond  San  Fran¬ 
cisco's  nightclubs,  Dechi  has  just 
accomplished  writing  his  first 
book,  "I  Didn't  Want  to  Pay  For  a 
Rent-A-Car."  The  book,  current¬ 
ly  in  publication,  is  an  adaptation 
from  Dechi's  comedic  screenplay 
describing  the  imaginative  antics 
of  two  men  returning  to  San 
Francisco  in  an  automobile  teth¬ 
ered  to  an  airplane. 


Saving  the  park  stables 
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portunities  as  well  as  evaluating 
the  most  efficient  and  effective 
manner  to  repair  and  improve  the 
stables.  They  will  be  able  to  pro¬ 
vide  valuable  input  to  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission 
and  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  various  methods  of  funding 
repairs  and  capital  improvements 
at  the  stables. 

The  second  resolution  is  based 
on  1 998’s  Proposition  J.  This 
voter-approved  legislation  autho¬ 
rizes  the  Golden  Gate  Park 
Concourse  Authority  to  pay  for 
expenditures  designed  to  imple¬ 
ment  improvements  at  Golden 
Gate  Park.  My  resolution  urges 
the  Recreation  and  Park 


Department  to  consider  the  op¬ 
tion  of  allocating  existing  funds 
sufficient  to  repair  and  improve 
the  Golden  Gate  Park  Stables, 
and  then  repay  the  monies  by  so¬ 
liciting  funds  from  the  Golden 
Gate  Park  Concourse  Authority. 

I  am  committed  to  the  long¬ 
term  future  of  the  Golden  Gate 
Park  Stables  and  will  work  close¬ 
ly  with  my  colleagues,  as  well  as 
the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department,  to  find  the  funds 
necessary  to  perform  capital  im¬ 
provements. 

We  cannot  allow  this  valuable 
piece  of  San  Francisco  history  to 
ride  off  into  the  sunset.

From  run-ins  with 
the  wait  staff  at  his  local  pizzeria 
to  his  romance  with  a  longshore- 
woman,  his  life  is  filled  with  co¬ 
incidences  that  provide  him' with 
plenty  of  laughs. 

His  audiences  are  the  fortu¬ 
nate  beneficiaries  of  his  unique 
take  on  life.

values  of  fairness  and  justice, 
learning  to  solve  problems 
through  his  own  ingenuity.  Dechi 
extracted  these  tenets  from  comic 
books  for  conscientious  guidance 
and  they  are  still  central  to  his 
philosophical  perspective  of  the 
world.

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Concourse  garage  choice  made 
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ready  for  public  comment  by 
spring  2002. 

“Right  now  we  are  in  the 
scoping  process.  We  will  be 
meeting  with  the  Planning 
Department  to  outline  what  is  ap¬ 
propriate  to  include  in  the  EIS,” 
Rice  said. 

Architect  John  Adams,  a  prin¬ 
cipal  with  Gordon  H.  Chong  & 
Partners,  described  the  architec¬ 
tural  component  of  the  project  as 
a  two-tiered  process. 

Adams  said  the  project  is  cur¬ 
rently  in  the  preliminary  or 
schematic  design  phase  which  in¬ 
cludes  the  garage  itself,  road¬ 
ways  and  traffic  circulation. 

The  second  phase,  which  de¬ 
velops  the  plan  in  more  detail,  in¬ 
cludes  items  such  as  building 
materials,  landscaping,  signs  and 
cost  estimates. 

Board  members  also  learned 
from  Marilyn  Duffy,  owner  of 
Duffy  Transportation,  that  a 
funding  snafu  could  derail  a  pilot 
shuttle  bus  program  scheduled  to 
begin  in  August. 

According  to  Duffy,  funding 
restrictions  by  the  San  Francisco 
Transportation  Authority  forced 
her  firm  to  reapply  for  a  grant  in 
two  segments.  If  the  first  grant 
for  $50,000  is  approved  on  time, 
the  marketing  component  of  the 
pilot  program  could  begin  in 
August. 

Duffy  also  told  board  mem¬ 
bers  that  she  is  working  with  the 


SF  Department  of  Parking  and 
Traffic  to  make  sure  new  signs 
that  restrict  parking  to  three  or 
four  hours  are  posted  in  the  park 
and  she  will  meet  with  small 
business  owners  and  officials 
from  UCSF  to  make  sure  every¬ 
one  is  fully  informed  of  the  new 
parking  regulations. 

Public  Urges 
Comprehensive  EIS, 

More  Funding  for  Shuttle 

After  listening  to  the  reports, 
several  members  of  environmen¬ 
tal,  tenant  and  neighborhood  or¬ 
ganizations  voiced  concerns 
about  the  EIS  process  and  the 
scale  of  the  pilot  shuttle  bus  pro¬ 
gram. 

Marianne  Miller,  a  member  of 
the  Sunset  Parkside  Education 
and  Action  Committee  (SPEAK), 
wanted  one  comprehensive  EIS 
that  would  cover  the  garage,  new 
M.H.  de  Young  Memorial 
Museum  anfl  the  rebuilding  of 
the  California  Academy  of 
Sciences. 

“I  want  a  comprehensive  EIS 
for  all  projects  going  on  in  the 
park.  This  should  all  be  studied 
at  one  time.  I  urge  you  to  publish 
and  circulate  the  initial  draft  EIS 
as  widely  as  possible,”  Miller 
said. 

David  Spero,  a  member  of  the 
Alliance  for  Golden  Gate  Park, 
challenged  board  members  to  ex¬ 
pand  the  shuttle  bus  component. 

“We  need  to  get  to  a  New 
York  situation.  You  have  to  plan 
for  a  massive  shuttle  program 


with  massive  funding,”  Spero 
said. 

Funding  Agreement  for 
Garage  Remains  Elusive 

The  Concourse  Authority  was 
created  in  1998  after  voters  ap¬ 
proved  a  privately  funded  $40 
million  parking  garage.  Shortly 
thereafter,  the  Community 
Initiatives  Fund  (CIF)  was  creat¬ 
ed  as  the  private  fundraising  arm 
for  the  project. 

Last  year  $225,000,  for  the 
salaries  of  CEO  Mike  Ellezy  and 
his  assistant,  was  paid  with  city 
funds,  a  fact  that  raised  some 
eyebrows  with  newly  elected  su¬ 
pervisors. 

On  June  28,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors’  Finance  Committee 
cut  $175,000  that  was  earmarked 
for  Ellezy’s  salary  from  the  city’s 
proposed  2001-2002  budget. 

Ellezy  explained  that  last  year 
Mayor  Willie  Brown  felt  justified 
including  his  salary  in  the  city’s 
budget. 

While  Ellezy  dismissed  the 
June  vote  as  a  minor  “hiccup,”  he 
admitted  that  funding  for  the  pro¬ 
ject  remains  stalled  while  the 
Concourse  Authority  and  the  CIF 
wrangle  over  terms  of  an  agree¬ 
ment  that  would  begin  the  release 
of  privately  donated  funds. 

According  to  Ellezy,  the  CIF 
has  received  $30  million  in 
pledges  for  the  $60  million  pro¬ 
ject  but  he  has  no  idea  how  much 
of  that  amount  has  been  received 
by  the  CIF. 
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dangerous  strychnine,  at  a  dose 
of  half  of  one  thousandth  of  a 
percent  because  of  their  concern 
for  bird  life.  Poisons  through  bio¬ 
magnification  make  their  way  up 
the  food  chain  and  become  con¬ 
centrated  in  the  predators  at  the 
top,  in  this  case  birds  of  prey. 

“It’s  a  real  tough  one,”  said 
Alan  Hopkins,  former  president 
of  the  Golden  Gate  Audubon 
Society.  “Integrated  pest  man¬ 
agement  will  never  get  rid  of  100 
percent  of  the  species  they  are 
trying  to  eliminate.  The  predators 
can  never  kill  100  percent  of  the 
prey  species.” 

Around  athletic  fields  a 
perimeter  of  baiting  has  been  cre¬ 
ated  as  a  line  of  defense. 


Efforts  were  made  to  intro¬ 
duce  Barn  Owls  to  Golden  Gate 
Park  as  a  gopher  predator,  but 
they  were  unsuccessful. 

“The  park  was  too  noisy  for 
them,”  said  Rossi.  “They  took  a 
hike.” 

They  were  also  disturbed  by 
raccoons  that  climbed  into  their 
nests. 

“The  habitat  isn’t  really  cor¬ 
rect  for  barn  owls,”  said 
Hopkins. 

They  prefer  large  expanses 
with  open  fields  to  hunt.  Some  of 
the  owls  have  found  homes  at 
Hunters  Point. 

Botta’s  pocket  gopher 
(Thomomys  bottae)  is  the  most 
common  gopher  in  the  park,  said 
Rossi.  Studies  reveal  that  go¬ 
phers  damage  plants  by  eating

their  roots.  At  least  46  subspecies 
of  pocket  gophers  have  been  ob¬ 
served  in  California.  The  diversi¬ 
fication  of  the  gophers  results 
from  jts  wide  geographic  distri¬ 
bution  and  ecological  flexibility. 
Pocket  gophers  are  found  from 
southern  Oregon  to  northern 
Mexico  and  eastward  to  the 
Rocky  Mountains. 

The  great  blue  heron,  red 
tailed  hawk  and  red  shouldered 
hawk  are  some  of  the  natural 
predators  that  live  in  the  park. 

“I  wish  we  had  more  of  them 
in  the  park,”  Rossi  said. 

Gardeners  will  be  getting 
some  help  with  the  gophers  from 
the  north.  A  species  of  birds 
called  migratory  raptors  will  be 
trickling  through  the  area  begin¬ 
ning  in  August,  reaching  their 
peak  by  mid-December.  The 
numbers  will  dwindle  through 
the  winter. 

The  Golden  Gate  Raptor 
Observatory  notes  that  large  die 
offs  of  raptors  have  occurred  re¬ 
cently  at  Skaggs  Island  in  the 
San  Pablo  Bay  National  Wildlife 
Refuge,  but  there  is  no  answer  as 
to  the  cause. 

Recent  counts  have  overesti¬ 
mated  the  number  of  sharp 
shinned  hawks  and  underestimat¬ 
ed  the  number  of  Cooper’s 
hawks  that  passed  over  the  Marin 
Headlands  last  year. 

The  recent  success  of  the 
peregrine  falcon,  which  has  been 
an  environmental  success  story 
due  the  discontinued  use  of  DDT, 
has  not  had  an  impact  on  the  go¬ 
phers  because  they  have  not 
made  their  way  into  the  park  in 
large  numbers. 

“They  don’t  use  the  park  a  lot 
because  it  is  not  their  habitat. 
Their  habitat  is  the  bridge,  tall 
buildings,  etc.,”  Hopkins  said. 
“They  use  cliff  faces  ...  adapt  to 
tall  buildings  ...  eat  shore  birds, 
ducks  and  pigeons.” 

While  they  are  not  a  pleasant 
sight  at  athletic  fields  and  trails, 
gophers  are  good  for  turning  over 
the  soil  in  wild  habitats. 
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t  seems  as  though 
this  restaurant 
has  been  here 
forever,  but  in  truth 
it  only  opened  in 
1972, 

There  are  2 1  tables, 
seating  about  40

If  we  have  a  heat  wave  this  month  like 
we  did  in  July,  we  may  all  end  up  spending 
the  day  at  Ocean  Beach,  or  down  the 
peninsula  or  at  a  beach  in  Marin  County.  If 
that’s  the  case,  or  if  you’ve  taken  the  kids 
out  for  back-to-school  clothes  shopping, 
Giorgio’s  is  the  perfect  place  to  refresh. 
Everyone  will  be  short  tempered,  tired  and 
very  hungry.  This  is  the  solution.  The 
restaurant  makes  no  demands  on  how  its 
patrons  dress  or  even  act.  Get  a  table  in  the 
back  by  the  loud  jukebox  playing  great 
music  and  the  kids  will  want  to  dance 
(several  did  the  night  we  went).  They’ll  be 
out  of  the  way  and  won’t  bother  other  ta¬ 
bles  of  hungry  people. 

Prices  are  low,  so  you  won’t  break  the 
bank  at  this  casual  eatery. 

Appetizers  are  terrific,  with  large  por¬ 
tions.  A  huge  dinner  salad  is  enough  for  an 
entree  if  you  have  a  small  appetite,  or  two 
can  share  it  before  ordering  a  pizza  or  pas¬ 
ta.  At  $3.95,  it  includes  lettuce,  tomato 
wedges,  salami,  olives,  a  couple  of  hot 
peppers  and  more,  plus  Giorgio's  home¬ 
made  Italian  salad  dressing.  Delicious! 

Strictly  for  the  sake  of  reporting  to  you, 
our  faithful  readers,  we  also  sampled  an 
order  of  Garlic  Bread.  It  was  well  buttered 
with  lots  of  garlic  bits  and  cheese  sprin¬ 
kles,  then  toasted  to  bring  out  that  garlicky 
flavor.  Other  appetizers  include  small  or 
large  Antipasto,  $6.50  and  $9.50;  small  or 
large  Vegetarian  Salad,  $6  or  $9; 

Anchovies  and  Olives  or  Salami  and 
Cheese,  $7.50  each,  or  Pizza  Bread,  $2.25. 

Entrees  include  Cannelloni,  $9.25; 
Baked  Lasagna  or  Rigatoni,  $9.25; 
Eggplant  Parmigiana  (served  with  salad,  or 
pasta),  $11.  Other  pastas  include  all  the 
usual  forms  of  spaghetti,  $7.50  with  meat 
or  non-meat  tomato  sauces,  to  $9  up  for 
spaghetti  or  ravioli  with  meatballs  or 
Italian  sausage.  I  ordered  my  usual,  a  clas¬ 
sic  "half  and  half'  (half  spaghetti,  half 
ravioli)  with  the  manager/waiter  Victor 


Contini’s  favorite 
meat  sauce, 

$7.50.  All  pizzas 
and  calzones 
come  in  three 
versions:  small 
(11”),  medium 
( 1 3”),  large  ( 1 5”) 

and  extra  large  (17”). 

My  two  guests  ordered  a  small 
Vegetarian  Special  Pizza,  $10.60,  which 
was  almost  enough  for  three  people!  It 
contained  large  amounts  of  mozzarella, 
mushrooms,  bell  peppers,  onions  and 
olives  and  was  purely  delicious.  Next  time 
I  intend  to  enjoy  Giorgio’s  Special,  $10.60 
for  an  11”  pie,  consisting  of  mozzarella, 
mushrooms,  salami,  sausage  and  pepper- 
oni. 

The  four  versions  of  a  stuffed  pizza 
here  are  all  quoted  for  the  small  size.  They 
include  Mozzarella  &  Ricotta,  $10.85; 
Mozzarella,  Ricotta,  Salami  and 
Pepperoni  or  Mozzarella,  Ricotta, 
Mushrooms  and  Bell  Peppers,  $9.95  each 
and,  finally,  Mozzarella,  Ricotta, 
Mushrooms,  Salami  and  Olives,  $10.60. 

Beverages  include  soft  drinks, 

$  1.75/pint  up  to  $4.75  for  a  liter;  coffee, 
tea  or  milk,  $1.25  each  or  house  wines  in 
red,  white  or  pink  at  $3/glass;  $6/half  liter 
or  $10/1  iter. 

Lunch  is  served,  too,  with  all  the  above 
choices  plus  a  Mini  Mozzarella  nine-inch 
pizza,  $6  (add  50  cents  per  each  extra  item 
you  wish);  Italian  Sausage  Sandwich  or 
Meatball  Sandwich,  each  served  with  a 
salad,  $6.50  each. 

We  didn’t  see  any  dessert  menu,  but  if, 
by  some  stretch  of  imagination,  one  is  still 
hungry,  one  could  always  walk  off  dinner 
by  speed  walking  to  Toy  Boat  for  some 
yummy  ice  cream.  It  is  a  short  two  blocks 
away  at  the  corner  of  Clement  Street  and 
Fifth  Avenue  and  would  make  a  perfect 
end  to  a  delicious,  inexpensive  dinner.

Never  too  late 
for  spring  cleaning 


Summer’s  already 
here,  but  a  lot  of 
us,  like  San 
Francisco  resident  and 
nursing  student  Gillian 
Droeger,  still  haven’t 
quite  finished  spring 
cleaning. 

One  of  the  recycling 
trips  she  makes  is  to  the  household  haz¬ 
ardous  waste  collection  center  on  Tunnel 
Road  near  3Com  Park.  She’s  been  going 
there  for  years  to  drop  off  her  used  motor 
oil  from  her  car.  Droeger  derives  a  lot  of 
satisfaction  from  doing  her  own  auto 
maintenance. 

“Oil  changes,  hoses  and  clamps  -  it’s 
so  easy,  it  makes  no  sense  to  pay  someone 
$70  or  $80  to  do  it,”  she  said. 

But  there’s  now  an  easier  way  for 
Gillian  Droeger  and  other  “do  it  your- 
selfers”  to  get  used  motor  oil,  oil  filters, 
car  batteries  and  even  household  latex 
paint  removed  from  their  homes.  -The  SF 
Solid  Waste  Management  Program  now 
offers  free  pickup  of  those  materials  at  the 
doorstep. 

There  are  a  few  simple  rules.  Motor  oil 
must  be  poured  into  a  secure  plastic  con¬ 
tainer  and  drained  oil  filters  must  be  put 
into  a  sealed,  leak-proof  plastic  bag. 
There’s  a  limit  of  five  gallons  of  oil  and 
seven  gallons  of  latex  paint  per  pickup. 
Call  for  an  appointment  and  an  operator 
will  give  you  instructions. 

It’s  a  winning  proposition  for  residents 
and  for  the  environment  because  the  used 
motor  oil  and  latex  paint  gets  recycled  in¬ 
stead  of  going  into  the  trash  -  or  our  pre¬ 
cious  water.  One  gallon  of  motor  oil 
poured  down  a  drain  can  pollute  up  to  one 
million  gallons  of  water  in  our  creeks,  bay 
or  ocean.  So  you  can  see  why  recycling 
these  materials  is  so  important. 

When  you’re  cleaning  out  your  garage,

you  may  find  leftover  bug  spray,  darkroom 
chemicals  or  some  old  asbestos  tiles. 

What  to  do  with  all  that  household 
waste  -  those  cleaners,  pesticides  and  sol¬ 
vents? 

For  safety  and  environmental  reasons, 
it’s  against  the  law  to  dispose  of  these  haz¬ 
ardous  wastes  in  your  garbage  can  or 
drains.  For  a  fee,  the  City  will  pick  up 
those  materials,  by  appointment,  or  you 
can  drop  them  off  for  free  at  the 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Facility.  Yes, 
the  drive-through  collection  service  is  ab¬ 
solutely  free  for  San  Francisco  residents 
with  proof  of  residency,  such  as  a  utility 
bill  or  driver’s  license.  And  70  percent  of 
those  materials  can  be  recycled. 

You  don’t  even  have  to  leave  your  car. 
Just  make  sure  your  materials  are  in  tightly 
sealed  containers  that  are  clearly  labeled. 
Put  the  hazards  in  a  sturdy  box,  lined  with 
newspaper.  Asbestos  must  be  wrapped  in 
the  equivalent  of  four  heavy  garbage  bags, 
and  you  can’t  pack  more  than  30  pounds 
per  bag. 

For  seniors  or  the  disabled,  it  can  be 
difficult  to  make  the  trip  to  a  drop-off  site.

people  thought  that  consumers 
would  run  to  Internet  companies 
for  all  their  real  estate  needs. 

These  companies  were  heavi¬ 
ly  funded  by  venture  capitalists 
and  spent  most  of  the  money  pro¬ 
moting  the  companies  and  ser¬ 
vices,  but  did  not  deliver  all  they 
promised.  And  just  like  most  oth¬ 
er  Internet  companies,  they  are 
operating  with  heavy  losses  and 
are  either  in  the  process  of  re¬ 
thinking  their  business  plans  or 
else  closing  shop  altogether. 

However,  the  Internet  has 
brought  on  many  changes  in  the 
way  we  buy  and  sell  real  estate 
for  the  better.  And  as  with  any 
new  technology,  consumers  have 
found  the  best  way  to  use  it  and  I 
believe  our  industry  is  operating 
more  efficiently  because  of  it.

rable  sales  information,  they  are 
looking  for  agents  to  act  more  as 
advisors  and  negotiators  rather 
than  simply  as  providers  of  infor¬ 
mation. 

I  recently  was  talking  to  a 
couple  who  was  interested  in 
purchasing  a  home.  They  had 
just  "fired"  their  agent  because 
they  felt  the  agent  only  gave 
them  a  list  of  homes  to  look  at 
during  Sunday  open  houses, 
which  they  could  read  in  the 
Sunday  paper  as  well  as  their 
agent  could.  We,  as  agents,  need 
to  do  better  than  that. 

On  the  selling  end,  the 
Internet  has  emerged  as  an  inex¬ 
pensive  medium  for  advertising 
and  promotion.  We  have  the  ca¬ 
pability  to  load  photos  and  give 
virtual  tours  on  websites,  so  that 
buyers  have  a  good  sense  of  what 
a  property  looks  like  before  visit¬ 
ing  it.  I  have  had  several  sales 
where  the  buyers  visited  my 
website,  liked  what  they  saw,  in¬ 
spected  the  property  and  pur¬ 
chased  it. 

The  Internet  is  here  to  stay 
and  the  home  selling  process  will 
continue  to  evolve  as  we  work 
with  this  new  technology.  One 


sure  thing  is  that  it  is  bringing 
about  positive  changes  tp  the  real 
estate  industry.  And  those  who 
do  not  embrace  and  learn  to 
adapt  to  the  Internet  will  be  left 
behind.

Thank  you  for  the  story  in 
your  July  editions  about  UC  San 
Francisco's  efforts  to  ease  a  cam¬ 
pus  housing  shortage  that  threat¬ 
ens  to  discourage  outstanding 
students  and  leading  faculty 
members  and  researchers  from 
coming  to  UCSF. 

As  you  reported,  the  campus 
has  begun  a  formal  planning  pro¬ 
cess  that  involves  extensive  com- 
munity  involvement  and  ap¬ 
proval  by  the  UC  Board  of 
Regents.  Our  goal  is  to  develop  a 
long-term  housing  solution  that 
benefits  our  neighbors,  our  stu¬ 
dents  and  staff,  and  the  campus. 
The  commitment  of  the  Sunset 
Beacon  and  the  Richmond 
Review  to  keep  the  community 
informed  remains  a  vital  part  of 
the  process. 

Some  information  in  the  arti¬ 


cle,  however,  needs  to  be  ex¬ 
panded  and  corrected  to  give 
your  readers  a  complete  view  of 
the  effort. 

•  The  largest  component  of 
the  housing  plan  under  consider¬ 
ation  would  be  a  proposed  375- 
unit  building  for  students  and 
post-doctoral  fellows  at  the  new 
UCSF  Mission  Bay  campus.  The 
article  described  this  as  a  6,000- 
unit  building. 

•  Five  of  the  apartment  build¬ 
ings  at  Aldea  will  remain  occu¬ 
pied  by  65  students  until  August 
2005,  when  they  will  be  vacated 
and  demolished  under  an  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  community.  The 
article  incorrectly  reported  that 
these  units  will  be  rebuilt. 

The  campus  will  continue  to 
re-evaluate  some  portions  of  this 
proposal  to  address  neighbor's 
concerns.  Campus  neighbors  will 


be  kept  informed  of  future  oppor¬ 
tunities  to  ask  questions  and  help 
shape  the  final  campus  housing 
plan.

Discretionary  Review  of  the  pro¬ 
ject  along  with  other  tenants. 

In  the  months  leading  up  to 
the  hearing,  the  SF  Planning 
Department  was  deluged  with 
letters  and  telephone  calls  from 
various  opponents,  including  two 
local  neighborhood  organiza¬ 
tions,  the  Planning  Association 
for  the  Richmond  and  SF 
Architectural  Heritage. 

It  was  10  p.m.  before  the  ease 

was  finally  heard  July  12. 

Opponents  of  the  project  told 
commissioners  that  such  a  large 
project  would  have  a  negative 
impact  on  the  availability  of 
parking  in  the  area  and  would  re¬ 
move  two  affordable  rental  units 
from  the  housing  market. 

“The  project  would  destroy 
the  character  of  the  neighbor¬ 
hood,  add  to  traffic  and  parking 
congestion  and  make  the  area 
more  unaffordable  for  working 
families,”  said  opponent  Patty 
Weinstein,  a  Richmond  District 
resident  for  21  years  and  a  28th 
Avenue  homeowner. 

Nancy  Scotton,  a  30-year  resi¬ 
dent  of  the  Richmond  District, 
told  commissioners  that  as  a  life¬ 
time  renter  who  was  recently 
evicted  from  her  apartment,  the 
housing  market  is  overpriced  for 
middle  income  renters. 

“Eve  been  out  in  the  housing 
market  and  one  of  the  things  that 
strikes  me  is  that  these  cottages 
are  going  to  come  close  to  being 
affordable  to  people  that  have 
more  moderate  means.  This  is 
something  that  should  not  come 
down  unless  it  is  absolutely  nec¬ 
essary,”  Scotton  said. 

But  it  was  the  testimony  of 
Steve  Williams,  a  candidate  for 
city  attorney  who  represented  the 
Karpowiczes  at  the  hearing,  who 
reflected  the  level  of  rancor  gen¬ 
erated  by  the  pending  demoli¬ 
tions. 


Williams  told  commissioners 
that  Lee  already  threatened  her 
tenants  with  Ellis  Act  evictions 
to  get  them  out  of  the  cottages 
and  then  bought  their  silence. 

“The  Discretionary  Reviews 
were  withdrawn  by  those  living 
in  the  houses  because  the  tenants 
in  these  units  were  threatened 
with  the  Ellis  Act  and  then  paid 
to  move  out,”  Williams  said. 

Williams  also  accused  Lee  of 
inflated  figures  to  obtain  a  demo¬ 
lition  permit  from  the  City. 

“Lee  submitted  figures  show¬ 
ing  that  each  house  would  cost 
$300,000  to  bring  it  up  to  code. 
We  have  submitted  a  report  that 
shows  it  would  only  cost  $43,000 
to  repair  each  of  the  houses. 
Their  figures  are  completely 
false,”  he  said.  “The  new  project 
looks  like  Jonah  inside  of  the 
whale.” 

Lee  was  represented  at  the 
hearing  by  her  friend,  Rev. 
Arnold  Townsend. 

Townsend  took  strong  excep¬ 
tion  to  Williams’  charge  that  ten¬ 
ants  left  the  cottages  under  a 
veiled  threat,  calling  the  accusa¬ 
tions  unfounded. 

“I,  on  behalf  of  the  sponsor, 
certainly  resent  the  suggestion 
that  people  were  threatened  out 
of  them  (cottages).  To  assume 
that  something  illegal,  unfair  or 
immoral  was  done  without  the 
facts  is  something  that  should  not 
be  a  part  of  this  hearing,” 
Townsend  said. 

While  Townsend  acknowl¬ 
edged  that  the  new  buildings  Lee 
proposed  are  larger  than  those  on 
either  side  of  the  existing  cot¬ 
tages,  he  says  their  size  is  not  out 
of  scale  with  the  rest  of  the 
neighborhood. 

“To  say  that  this  is  out  of 
character  with  the  block  is  abso¬ 
lutely  false.  There  are  26  build¬ 
ings  that  are  about  this  size,” 
Townsend  said. 

He  told  commissioners  that 
unlike  the  cottages,  which  he 
called  an  “eyesore,”  the  new  resi¬ 
dences  would  be  built  with  off- 
street  parking. 


By  a  unanimous  vote,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  SF  Planning 
Commission  allowed  Lee’s  pro¬ 
ject  to  move  forward  with  the 
following  qualification:  that  Lee 
provide  matching  light  wells 
with  those  of  the  Karpowiczes  to 
preserve  their  light,  that  an  interi¬ 
or  connection  be  provided  be¬ 
tween  the  ground  and  first  floors 
of  each  building,  that  exterior 
trim  on  the  buildings  be  differen¬ 
tiated  and  that  landscaping  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  plan. 

Ron  and  Cheryl  Karpowicz 
declined  interviews  while  they 
are  reviewing  their  options  and 
Lee  expressed  concern  that  her 
daughter  may  not  want  to  live  in 
the  neighborhood  due  to  recent 
hostilities. 

“I  have  not  told  my  daughter 
about  what  is  going  on  here  be¬ 
cause  she  would  not  want  to 
come,”  Lee  said.
